Deplorable conditions which con- 
tinue to mark the operation of the 
Doylestown sewer system will In all 
likelihood get the officials of the Sew- 
erage Company 
Into the Criminal 
Court again. 


A startling state of affairs at the 
Company's so-called disposal'plant on 
the western side of the town was re- 
vealed when a report of the State In- 
spector for the Pennsylvania Health 
Department was made pubfic today. 
In a recent thorough investigation of 
tbe plant by the Inspector for this 
district It was dlsco\ered that the 
company had in operation, secretly, a 
pipe, 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
which was emptying unaltered or 
partly filtered sewerage directly Into 
Cook's ran. This, the inspector has 
reported to tbe Health Department, is 
a moat flagrant and dangerous viola- 
tion of the law prohibiting the pollu- 
tion of streams. 
The pollution of 
Cook's run at this time of year is re- 
garded as a very serious menace to

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How Snakei Get Over Ground. 


Although the snake appears to have 


• no legs or feet. It may be wild to be 
practically supplied with upward of a 
hundred pairs of them, lu fact, each 
joint of tbe backbone bears a pair of 
ribs, which are mobile and bave tbelr 
points attached to the inner surface of 
one of tbe large transverse, plutelike 
scales which clothe the andersurtace 
of the body Thus by the movements 
of the ribs attached to It each plate 
can be drawn forward and Its margin 
applied to the ground. By tbe succes- 
sive application of those multitudinous 
plates tbe body can be drawn forward 
in a straight line without Its being 
thrown Into undulations from side to 
side. But rapid movements are also ef- 
fected by such undulations, and ser- 
pents can by pressure and appropriate 
muscular action climb trees and some- 
times spring forward. They also swim 
easily by lateral fleiures. but no ser- 
pents advance by vertical headings of 
the body, though they are so oltea 
drawn In such an attitude.

BOY KILLED BY 


TRAIN ON BRIDGE 


Wu Afraid to Jump When He Siw 


Train Comiat and W». Hurled in 


the Air. 


Afraid lo Jump uevuugf he ooulil not 


owl in, Adam Furlacli, IS years old, of 
Nesliauiiny Fiills,stood bewildered on 
tlie Reading Itallroad bridge over Ne- 
Miamlny creek, near his home, Satur- 
day afternoon, while a uoutliuuund 
nameiieer train ran him down and 
vrU8lu.il him fatally. 


When ho heard the whistle of the 


traiu be wga iiilUwuy between the 
«id« of the bridge. It was almost too 
late to reach either end. 
Twenty feet 


below were the waters and swift cur- 
rent of the creek. 


Undecided, he hesitated until fllifht 


was no avail. The cowcatcher of tlie 
locomotive struck him and towed 
him to the bank, of the creek twUra. 
He died several hours later in the 
Jewish Hospital, Philadelphia. 


Young Furlach was on his way to 


a baseball game. A sign over the 
bridge forbids trespassing, but when 
he approached it, there was no train 
In sight. 


Tlie bridge which spans the creek 
at this point is open. He could have 
jumped to the water, but at this point 
the stream Is ten feet deep. Unable 
to swim, he feared to take the chance. 
Instead, he relied on the engineer 
checking the swift rush of tlie traiu. 
The latter, fniin hi. c-ili uiiulmi, -MW 
tlie liul s peiii, Vi( ii.Cn,"vrh li • appli- 
ed the air brakes, he could not bring 
the locomotive to a halt. 


The hoy was struck with such force 


that h« was thrown high in tlie air. 
He landed on the bank u few feet 
from the edge of the water. 


The train was stopped, and mem- 


bers of the crew ran hack to him. 
He was unconscious and evidently 
badly injured. A message was sent 
to the hospital and the lx>y was put 
aboard the train. At Tabor Station 
the ambulance was waiting, and the 
hoy -removed to it. 


When the hospital was reached an 


examination shoned u fractured skull 
and liroken leg. He partially recover- 
ed consciousness. 


"I wanted to jump," he said in a 


whisper, "but I was afraid. The lo- 
comotive looked like a mountain cc.m- 
iugdcmn on me, but I had not the 
courage to move. Unable to lift hand 
or foot, I felt it approach across the 
bridge. Then it struck,,inc. If J1 had 
been able to swim I should have 
leaped from the bridge. JJut 1 could 
not bear the thought of drowning, 
and hoped that in some way the en- 
gineer would be able to stop." 


And then death closed his lips. 


FeU From Boat and Drowned. 


Henry H. Hitter, 19 yearn old, son 


of Mrs. Martha Kitter, of Cornwells, 
was drowned in the Delaware river, 
opposite C'ormvells on Monday after- 
noon at about three o'clock. 
The 


body was rewnered on Tuesday after- 
noon. 


Kilter was standing on the IKW of a 


power boat, which had been disabled 
and was being towed by a row lioat 
back to Us moorings, when the steam- 
er Twilight passed. He waved his 
hand nt the passengers on the steamer, 
and a few moments later when the 
swells from the Twilight rocked the 
yacht, Rltter lost his balance and fell 
overboard. 


Nruppliug for the body began at 


once, but it was not until twenty-four 
hours later that it \\iis recovered bv 
Samuel and Richard Shubert.
